DOWN IN THE TUBE 

Sculptor Hans Van de Bovenkamp was seen 
struggling to get a huge bronze sculpture onto 
a subway car at the Sag Harbor station for 
transport to a client in Westhampton Beach 
Monday morning.

EAST HAMPTON MAN DISRUPTS MEETING OVER 
TOWN NAME - 

An official meeting in East Hampton was the 
scene of disorder on Thursday night, and 
police were called to monitor the situation 
and provide security. The cause of the 
disruption was the proposal, conceived and 
presented by Stuart Einwort, a resident of 
East Hampton, that the town change its name 
from East Hampton to Easthampton. Einwort’s 
proposal caused an uproar, with many attendees 
demanding that officials rule the proposal 
without merit out of hand. Officials, however, 
thought it best that Einwort be allowed to 


make his case like any other resident, and 
Einwort did so under police protection. “Isn’t it 


silly,” began Einwort, “that while Westhampton, 


Southampton and Bridgehampton all have 
one-word names, East Hampton is two words? 
Why should that be? There’s no ‘Hampton’ 
that we’re east of, after all—if there were, 
then it might make sense. But as it is, it’s just 
confusing, and it makes us seem like bumpkins. 
I say, change the name to be consistent with 
reality and with the prevailing styles of the 
names of the other Hamptons.”. Einwort’s 
arguments did not seem to do much good in 
changing the minds of his audience, however, 
with many trying to angrily shout him down. 
“ve lived in East Hampton all my life, and 
I’ve never heard such nonsense,” called out 
an elderly man. Others accused Einwort of 
harboring ulterior motives. “He probably owns 
a signage company,” shouted one irate woman, 
“and he stands to make a lot of money replacing 
all of the signs that spell East Hampton as 
two words.” Due to the continued disruption, 
officials were forced to end the meeting early, 
with no decision issued on Einwort’s proposal. 


FIRE FESTIVAL FALLOUT 

Last weekend’s Shelter Island Fire Festival 
turned into a fiasco when several thousand 
people showed up thinking they were going 
to be seeing their favorite pop stars perform 
amid a scene of glamor and luxury, and 
instead wound up standing around in an 
empty field watching a fairly small bonfire 
tended by an irascible old man. Police and 
emergency officials were brought in to 
deal with the situation, as many festivalgoers 
had anticipated sleeping in tents provided by the 
festival’s organizers and, in the end, the festival 
appeared to have no organizers. The old man 
disappeared before he could be questioned. 
“These kids said they paid over 1,000 bucks 
to be here,” said Hamptons Police spokesman 
Larry Hirsch. “They were told to make checks 
payable to OMM Enterprises. We’re not quite 
sure yet who was behind this, but we have our 
suspicions.” In the end, all festivalgoers were 
evacuated without mishap.

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Dan towing the Amagansett Coast Guard Station with a Volkswagen

he historic Amagansett Coast Guard Station, 
L which has undergone a meticulous eight- 
year restoration, will have its grand opening 
ceremony as a new museum on Saturday, May 
20. On hand will be personnel and bands from 
the Coast Guard, local grade school choirs, 
officials from the Suffolk County Sherriff’s Office 
in Riverhead and other dignitaries. The public is 
invited, free of charge. be gen das 
This old Coast Guard Station has weathered 
a fabulous history, which includes Nazis, 
300 Irishmen, shipwrecks, prisoners from the 
Riverhead Jail and the time this three-story 
building, oceanfront, was sold to a private 
citizen for $1 and was moved away for 40 years. 
The photograph you see at the top of this story 
is of me, standing up through the sunroof inside 
a Volkswagen bug, appearing to be towing this 
massive 6000-square-foot Coast Guard station 
up Atlantic Avenue. It’s part of this history. 
It’s a rather famous photograph, having 
appeared on the front page of Dan’s Papers the 
week after it was, taken, and then briefly in the 


2015 Ocean Keeper documentary about the 
Coast Guard Station. I think there’s a copy of 
it at the East Hampton Historical Society. So I 
suppose | should start with that. 

A week before the picture was taken, I had 
learned that the old oceanfront Coast Guard 
Station, which had sat abandoned at the end 
of Atlantic Avenue for nearly 25 years, had 
been sold to a man named Joel Carmichael, of 
Amagansett, who owned an empty plot of land 
on Bluff Road about a mile away. He’d bought 
the building from the Coast Guard for $1 and 
planned to tow it up the street to his land to 
convert it into a private home. I wrote about 
that in Dan’s Papers at the time. This was in 
1966. The following week, | learned that movers, 
working on the old Coast Guard Station using 
heavy equipment, had gotten the building off its 
foundations and moved 100 feet to the east onto 
heavy railroad ties set up there temporarily in 
the middle of Atlantic Avenue. 

At the time, Dan’s Papers was six years old. | 
had two employees, a secretary and a guy named 
Rameshwar Das who lived in Barnes Landing and 
who wrote, took pictures (Continued on next page)

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and helped with delivery. So 
he and I, along with his 
camera, started out in his 
Volkswagen Bug down 
Atlantic Avenue early that 
morning to take a picture of 
it. sitting. mm -the Teaa: 
When we got there, we 
saw that the building overflowed 
both sides of Atlantic Avenue. 
Nobody was. around. The 
building was just right there, with 
an enormous curled up maritime 
cable attached to the front and 
facing us, just waiting to be 
tied up to the back of the little 
Volkswagen bug so it would look 
like we were pulling it. Ha. Well, 
we were young guys then. 

Later that day, after we 
were gone, the house-moving 
crew came back and, after more heavy 
lifting, got this Coast Guard station up 
Atlantic to Bluff Road, where, for the next 
forty years, Joel Carmichael and his wife lived 
in it as a private home and raised a family 
in it. Two of Joel’s granddaughters, Felicity 
and Deborah, would go up into the Coast 
Guard tower to paint pictures of the waves 
and clouds. Joel had a study on the second 
floor, which had been the Coastguardsmen’s 
barracks bedroom. The first floor consisted 
of the Coast Guard Keeper’s private quarters, 
a kitchen, a ready room, a flight of stairs up 


Another Coast Guard station is moved, this one by sea from Napeague to Montauk in 1948 


and, in an attached 30 x 34 foot garage, a 
surfboat with oars that was heavy enough 
for a crew of eight to row through the 


_ surf and into the ocean, a smaller lifeboat 


and other lifesaving equipment that included 
a “breeches buoy.” This was an iron cannon 
on wheels from which a rocket could be fired 
out to sea. If a ship was in distress on the 
rocks and breaking up in the surf, a rope could 
be attached to the back of the rocket, the 
contraption pushed down to the water’s edge 
and turned to aim just above the top of the 
ship. When the rocket was fired it would travel 


over the ship, but the rope it was 
carrying behind it would settle in 
the rigging where the ship’s crew 
could grab it as it came down, tie 
it to a mast, and with that arrange 
for a rope and pulley affair to be 
hauled out bringing supplies out 
and passengers back in, sitting 
in breeches buoy chairs over the 
ocean and back to land. 

In 1966, the Coast Guard 
station was empty of all of this. 
The Carmichaels made a big 
living room space out of the - 
®garage and entertained there 
'zsometimes. Forty years went 
by until, in 2006, Joel died 
and the family decided to sell 
Sthe Coast Guard Station 
to the Town for $1, so 
it could be _ hauled _ back 
to where it had come from after all those years. 

The predecessor to this structure was built 
in 1849. After renovations and additions, 
much of it was then replaced with this 
newer one, built in 1902. You know how 
each local community has a volunteer fire 
department? Well, back then, communities 
had not only fire departments, but also 
Life-Saving Stations on the ocean manned 
by about 40 volunteers. About 30 such 
stations were built on Long Island. Here, 
in addition to the one at Amagansett,

The Airport, the Beach, the Windmill and the Sag Harbor Theater

met Ellen and Steven Corwin at a party in 

New York the other night, and they asked me, 
since they knew I am from the Hamptons, what 
is new out there. ou 

“!'m particularly concerned about the airport 
in East Hampton,” Mr. Corwin said. “We come 
out to our house on Merchant’s Path from 
Memorial Day to Labor Day. Two summers ago 
was the summer from hell, with the helicopters 
coming in at all hours. Last summer was great. 
There were some new rules that prevented 
the helicopters from flying at off hours. What’s 
happening for this summer?” 

“Prepare for the return of the summer from 
hell,” I told him. “The restrictions put in by the 
town were struck down by an appeals court 
last fall. The town appealed it to the Supreme 
Court. But I don’t think the Supreme Court is 
going to decide anything before you get out for 
Memorial Day in three weeks.” 

A summer from hell would be defined as 

noisy aircraft coming in and out 24/7 rather 
than from 9 a.m. to 8 p.m. And it’s not the 
airplanes, it’s the helicopters. 

The Supreme Court is being asked to decide 
the legality of a law passed in 1990 prohibiting 
the enforcement of noise ordinances drafted by 
an airport owner after that date unless approved 
by the FAA (which opposes them). In 1990, East 
Hampton Airport didn’t have a noise problem, 
so had no noise ordinance. For this summer, 


East Hampton is hoping helicopter companies 
will obey the supposedly unenforceable town 
law anyway. Wouldn’t it be great if they would 
do that?” 

Here are some other recent developments:. 

As almost everybody knows, the lobby, 
ticket office and entrance area of the Sag 
Harbor Cinema, with its landmark neon 
sign, burned down in the center of town last 
December. Everyone wants it brought back to 
life. Last month, a group of private citizens, 
the Sag Harbor Partnership, contracted to buy 
the theater property from its present owner, 
Gerry Mallow, for about $8 million. They 
plan to make it into a new nonprofit, the Sag 
Harbor Cinema Arts Center, converting the 
single art house 480 seat movie theater 
into two smaller movie theaters, adding a 
screening room and a café. They will also 
put the iconic sign back up. It will be a 
town treasure. Trouble is, they need to raise 
the $6 million by July 1 or the deal is off. 


They will need to raise an additional $2 million 


by December 31. 

Those who have the funds are pledging 
money toward this, and those receiving the 
funds—the effort is led by April Gornik and 
others—say there is a good chance they are 
going to make it happen. Come join this effort 
at sagharborpartnerhsip.org. 

The creation of a new waterfront park for 
downtown Sag Harbor is moving forward. It 
includes a beach and is located in a great arc of 


shoreline to the west of Long Wharf, under the 
bridge to North Haven and ending in the marina 
area near Baron’s Cove. 

The Village initially fought with developers 
to make this happen, but soon it was decided 
to give most of the land to the future park 
and save a smaller portion of it, waterfront on 
Water Street, for the developers. Last week, the 
Village Planning Board gave an early go-ahead 
for the 13-unit condominium project. 

In Napeague, a court threw out a lawsuit by 
private citizens who claimed that they owned 
the nearly mile-long Truck Beach because an 
1882 deed failed to pass along the rights of the 
citizenry to use this beach. In turning away 
the case, the judge said the deed did pass 
along certain “public” rights and, perhaps more 
important, plaintiffs failed to produce any proof 
of their claim to ownership. 

Also in East Hampton, a woman who claimed 
she owned part of Georgica Beach and had, 
in fact, built a rock revetment on it, failed to 
get a motion of summary judgment in a case 
filed against her by the East Hampton Trustees 
challenging her ownership of it. 

As you might know, the Gardiner home 
and windmill on James Lane are now the 
property of the Village of East Hampton. As a 
result, almost the entire historic half-mile length 
of James Lane, from Guild Hall to Gardiner 
Windmill, is available to the public. Last week 
the Village decided to turn Gardiner’s house 
into an art museum.

On the afternoon of August 25, 1841, two 
years after the first Life-Saving Station was 
built in Amagansett, the ringing of church bells 
downtown alerted the volunteers to a ship 
coming up onto the beach less than a mile west 
of the Atlantic Avenue station. The ship was the 
sloop Catherine, out of Liverpool, and onboard 
were 300 Irish immigrants—men, women and 
children—coming to the New World and the 
port of entry in New York City. The ship would 
not make it. It had foundered in a storm. 

At Amagansett, there was no need for the 
breeches buoy or the lifeboats. The ship had 
slid right up the beach. The water was warm. 


All 300 passengers were rescued over the 
side, along with 298 of the 300 sea bags that 
contained the’ worldly possessions of these 
passengers. Two sea bags were deep down in 
the hold and were lost when the ship broke up. 

At that time, every town had a Wreckmaster 


who was in charge of how the rescue would be . 


carried out as far as salvage was concerned. 
With the Life-Saving Station having been opened 
just two years earlier, this was the first large 
rescue of a ship foundering at sea there. The 
East Hampton Wreckmaster, Jeremiah “Jed” 
Conkling, a part-time government official, had 
been appointed just as the Life-Saving Station 
was completed and worked with the life-saving 
battalion. He arranged for the passage of the 
passengers to Sag Harbor—a thriving whaling 
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town at that time—where the new arrivals 
were temporarily taken in by residents of the 
community. Conkling then arranged for their 
subsequent passage to New York. Six days after 
the wreck, the.Sag Harbor Corrector newspaper 
reported that a steamer called the Achilles had 
arrived at Long Wharf towing a small lighter 
called the Martha Stewart. The anchor, chains, 
rigging and sails from the Catherine were put 
on the Martha Stewart, the passengers were 
boarded on the Achilles and off it all went to 
New York to complete their journey. 

Three passengers from the ship chose to 
remain on the East End. They were Patrick 
Lynch, who had intended to go on to San 
Francisco and the gold rush, but decided he 
liked it out east. The others were Captain 
Heselton, the commander of the ship that 
foundered, and his wife. Two years after the 
shipwreck, a notice was posted in the Sag 
Harbor Corrector by the captain, thanking the 
people of Sag Harbor for their kindnesses in 
helping care for his ove in her final days. She 
had passed on. 

In 1915, the federal government created the 
U.S. Coast Guard. It replaced the Revenue 
Cutter Service and the Life-Saving Stations 
and took over from the volunteers to provide 
many of the same services, but now with 
professionally trained military men. When 
World War II ended in 1945, the Amagansett 
station was decommissioned and abandoned, 
leaving it empty for the next 20 years. Soon, 
with vandals getting at it, the Town decided it 
would be a good thing to get this wreck off the 
beach and so sold it for $1 to Joel Carmichael in 
1966 with the proviso that he move it. 

Certainly the most dramatic event that took 
place at the Amagansett Station occurred at 
12:05 a.m. on the night of June 13, 1942, in the 
middle of World War IJ. A group of four Nazi 
saboteurs came ashore in a rubber boat from 
a German submarine that dark night just to the 
east of the Coast Guard station. — 

At the time, the U.S. military was expecting 
just this sort of incursion and so had placed an 
after-dark curfew on all beaches and given the. 
Coast Guard the task of providing foot patrols 
24 hours a day at 2 hour intervals. It was on one 
such patrol that 19-year-old Ensign John Cullen, 
walking along the ocean with a flashlight at 
night, stumbled upon these saboteurs burying 
wooden boxes in the sand. As he got there, one 
of them strolled out to talk to him. Speaking 
English with a foreign accent, he gave Cullen 
$300.in cash and told him to run away and 
forget he ever saw them. If he didn’t do that, the 
stranger told him, he would be killed for having 
discovered this secret government mission: 

Cullen, seeing the rubber boat on the shore 
and two sailors with machine guns guarding 
it, took the money and ran back to the Coast 
Guard Station. 

As a result of this, a company of heavily 
armed American soldiers camped in the dunes 
of Napeague arrived in military trucks to join 
up with about a dozen Coast Guardsmen 
who had bravely gone out with rifles to find 
whoever had done this. But by this time 
the four saboteurs had gotten off the beach 
and away and into the woods, eventually 
making their way to the Amagansett Railroad 
Station where they took a 6:59 a.m. train 
to Manhattan. (Continued on page 36)

A Tribute to My Mom as She Dodged Four Hurricanes

Here is a tribute to my late mother, who at the 
time of this story was living in Florida. It involves 
a little altercation she had with bad weather. 
Nothing fazed my mom. — Dan Rattiner 


Ke Fe, Ke 
n early August of 2004, the people of 


Florida braced for the arrival of Hurricane 
Charley, as it charged up the Caribbean 


toward Florida. I called my mother, who lived » 


in Pompano Beach, halfway between Fort 
Lauderdale and Palm Beach. 

“Are you doing anything about the hurricane?” 
Il asked. 

“No,” she said. “I just hope it doesn’t interfere 
with my golf game.”” 

My mother was 93 years old. She and my dad 
had lived on the East End for half a century, 
running the drugstore in Montauk during their 
pre-retirement years. 

“I think you ought to get out of there,” I said. 
“Do you have gas in your car?” 

“It’s not going to hit here,” she said. 

The mayor of Miami ordered everyone to 
stock up on water and flashlights and to be 
prepared for the worst. Hurricane Charley, 


-It clobbered Grand Bahama 


however, after roaring over the — 
Cayman Islands,. veered across 
the Florida Keys and charged up 
the west coast of Florida, laying 
waste to Sanibel, Fort Meyers 
and Naples before fizzling out 
over Disney World. Damage was 
estimated at about $16 billion. 
Then Hurricane’ Frances 
appeared on the _ horizon. 


and proceeded to race to the 
west directly, it seemed to me, 
toward Pompano Beach. This 
was in late August. 

Again | called her. 

“This one is coming right at you,” I said. 

“The hurricane is not going to hit the house,”

she told me. “Also, I have flying ants. It’s from 


all the rain from Hurricane Frances, | think. 
Anyway, the exterminator is coming.” 

“The Governor of Florida has ordered the 
evacuation of the entire east coast of Florida,” 
I told her. 

“That’s only if you’re oceanfront,” she 
said. “Cheko in Palm Beach called and is 
leaving. She’s renting a room in a motel inland. 
She gave me the name and phone number 
there so I should check on her to see if 


anything ace to her.” 
“They think it might hit south 
of there,” I said. 
“It isn’t going to hit here,” 
she repeated. 
As it approached, however, 
Hurricane Frances, which now 
looked like it was going to hit 
Fort Lauderdale, changed course 
and veered off northward, 
indeed for a time aiming directly 
3 at my mother, but then changing 
= course even more and heading for 
8 a town just north of Palm Beach, 

which is what it eventually hit. 
First, however, it arrived 10: miles 
off the east coast of Florida (and my mother) 
and just hovered there for four days, winds 
spinning clockwise at 130 miles an hour. Many 
parts of Florida were without power. 

I called my mother again. 

“Do you have power?” I asked. 

“The flying ants are terrible. The exterminator 
came, did nothing. People shouldn't have to live 
with flying ants like this.” 

“What about power?” 

“The ‘power is out. 
works, as you can 
another exterminator.” 


But the phone 
see.

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“How long have you been without power?” 

“Went out yesterday. But I’m fine.” 

The next day, the power came back on at 
my mother’s. But then Hurricane Ivan came 
charging up the Caribbean. It devastated Haiti, 
took a swipe at Cuba and headed for Florida. 
Again I called my mother. 

“Still another hurricane is coming. You really 
should get out of there,” I said. 

“Ivan?” she said. “It’s not going to hit here. I'll 
be fine.” 

“Mom.” 

“l’m flying up for Rosh Hashanah. We'll see 
each other.” 

“What if it hits when you’re supposed to come 
up? They might ground the airplane.” 


“It won’t be anywhere’ near the 
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airplane,” she said. 

President Bush traveled to Florida so he could 
be seen bringing bags of ice and containers of 
water to those still recovering from Frances. 
The governor told people, once again, to stock 
up with candles and flashlights, portable radios 
and batteries—anything that was consumed 
during the first two hurricanes. Also be prepared 
for another evacuation. 

My mother flew to New York City, where 
she stayed with my sister. I took the Jitney 
to New York to meet up with her and have 
Rosh Hashanah dinner there. Then at six in 
the morning of Rosh Hashanah, she woke 
everybody up and, groggy, had my sister 
and her husband drive her out to the Jewish 
Center in East Hampton for morning services. 
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I went with them. Our family v was one of the 
founding families. 

Everyone wanted to see mom. She had lots of 
friends here. And after the services, we drove 
her around town. She really wanted to go out 
to Montauk but my sister and her husband 
said there wouldn’t be time. Mom needed to 
get back to the city to see some of her other 
friends. Besides, we all were exhausted and 
wanted to rest up before driving back. 

At the last minute, Hurricane Ivan veered over 
the tip of Cuba, crossed the Florida Keys and 
slammed into the Florida Panhandle. Mobile, 


‘ Alabama was underwater. There was flooding 


in Tampa. And the Tampa Bay baseball team 
failed to show up for game they were scheduled 
to play at Yankee Stadium. Their plane was 
grounded. George Steinbrenner, the owner of 
the Yankees, said the Yankees should win by 
default. But at the last minute he backed down. 
They’d make up the game. 

Back in Florida, my mother called to tell me 
she arrived home safe. 

“The second exterminator came,” she 
said. “Found the nest. End of problem. 
Those first people shouldn’t be in the 
exterminating business.” 

“How’s your golf?” I asked. 

“Terrible,” she said. “By the way, Cheko 
is fine.” 

Four days later, for one hour on Friday 
afternoon of September 17, the tail of 
Hurricane Ivan slammed the East End of Long 
Island with high winds and driving rains. 
Limbs were knocked down, trees uprooted, 
cars abandoned in the sudden floods created 
by the deluge of water. Some who had 
been to Southeast Asia said it was like a 
typhoon. Others said its violence must have 
matched what was here during the Hurricane 
of 1938, although that lasted 10 hours, not 
one. In any case, numerous areas were without 
power for the rest of the afternoon, including 
Springs and Riverhead. 

Late that night, I watched the news. They 
were interviewing someone in Florida who 
was standing in the devastation wreaked by 
the hurricanes. 

“Ivan knocked this fence down over here, 
Frances peeled the shingles off the roof. That . 
tree went down when Charley came through.” 

I called my mother again. 

“We had quite a blow here,” | told her. “A 
torrential downpour. High winds. We were 
without power for five hours.” 

“But everything’s all right?” 

“Oh yes. But some people said it must 
have been like the Hurricane of ‘38, at least 
for an hour.” 

“1 think in that hurricane, about a thousand 
houses got blown away on the East End,” she 
said. “But it didn’t hit me or your father. We 
weren’t there then.” 

Five days later, on the morning of Yom 


Kippur, Hurricane Jeanne, after doing a full 


loop in the Atlantic, was headed for Florida, 
once again in the general direction of my 
mother. It was now 12 hours before its scheduled 
landfall, which they were predicting to be 
20 miles north of Palm Beach, so I! called 
my mom again. 

“Well, I’m going,” she said. 

“Where?” 

“Temple,” she said. && 
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When they got tothe city, the lead saboteur, the 
one who had told Cullen to take the money and 
run, turned in all the others to J. Edgar Hoover 
and the FBI. The boxes contained dynamite, fuses 
and other explosives. The Germans were 
supposed to carry out terrorist acts. This 
encounter on the beach just east of the Coast 
Guard Station surely resulted in the saving of 
many American lives. 

I have written a book about this encounter 
called The Night the Nazis Landed, and advance 
copies should be out thsi summer. 

I did say that jail prisoners were involved 
with the Coast Guard Station. After the town 
bought the Coast Guard Station back from 
the Carmichael family for $1 in 2006 and towed 
it back to its original site, a local citizens 


group was created called the Amagansett 
Life-Saving and Coast Guard Society. Its goal 
was to raise money and restore the Life- 
Saving building as a museum. Among those 
involved were Isabel Carmichael, David Lys, 
Ben Krupinski (the builder), Robert Hefner 
and many others. It took a decade to complete 
this work. And now it’s done. I talked to David 
Lys about it, and he told me that the Riverhead 
County Jail provided them with volunteers. 
Prisoners on good behavior were now rated 
s “trustees” and could come out every day 
and, under guard, scrape paint off, sand the 
floors, rebuild the walls and ceilings. I didn’t 
see them myself, but I was told they wore 
their orange jail suits with the word 
PRISONER on their backs while they worked.

I’ve been working on it the last 
year and a half and just finished it and installed 
and it looks amazing.” Prey was appointed 
by George W. Bush in 2009 to serve on the 
National Council on the Arts, the advisory 
board of the National Endowment of the Arts 
(NEA). Prey says she’s “happy to see how 
many people have stepped forward to support 
the arts” following media coverage regarding 
possible defunding of the NEA. She has a 
painting in the chairman’s office of the NEA, 
in Ambassador Haley’s office at the United 
Nations (UN), in the lobby of the U.S. mission 
to the U.N., at the Kennedy Space Center and 
NASA headquarters, just to name a few. She’s 
also done cover work for The New Yorker. Her 
exhibit Out Painting will be on display at Old 
Westbury Gardens June 2-5 and Prey will give a 
gallery talk there on June 4.

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Take Your Kid Kayaking This Summer!

ith unique wildlife and breathtaking beaches, 
the East End has more to offer prospective 
kayakers than just an abundance of waterways. 

From Riverhead to Montauk, there are a variety 
of businesses run by experienced paddlers who 
connect kayakers with nature by spreading their 
knowledge of the sport and the area. 

Jim Dreeban, of Peconic Paddler in Riverhead, 
sells and rents kayaks, as well as other paddleboats. 
He and the rest of his staff also provide lessons 
and tours. 

Dreeban has traveled all over the western 
hemisphere to paddle, but he says the water on 
the East End is uniquely diverse and easy to 
access, which is appealing to kayakers of all levels 
and expertise. 

“It’s so accessible, 


” Dreeban says. “It’s easy, 


the beaches are beautiful, the wildlife is great. 
You have every condition you want here, you 
have choppy water if you want to go into the 


ocean, or you can cruise on the bay.” 

Dreeban frequently takes groups all over the North 
Fork to kayak, including in the Peconic River located 
across the street from the shop. Besides taking 
experienced paddlers on exciting trips, he teaches 
school and camp groups basic paddling skills. 

Dreeban says he has recently been trying to get 
more groups to do longer paddles. The longest trip 
he has organized to date was from Orient Point to 
Riverhead, which took over eight hours to complete. 

Dreeban can name many spots he loves to take 
kayakers to, but there is one spot in particular that 
stands out. “The most perfect spot of all is Red 
Creek Pond in Hampton Bays. It has hardly any wind, 
it’s protected, it’s shallow. It’s where we do a lot of 
teaching,” he says. . 

Another local spot that’s a great place for beginners 
is Accabonac Harbor in East Hampton. Khanh Ngo of 
Khanh Sports in East Hampton has partnered with 
Kristi Hood, owner of the Springs General Store, 
located on Old Stone Highway in Springs, to provide 
kayak rentals and lessons in the Harbor. The kayaks

Ann Brashares Gets Nostalgic for 


BY OLIVER PETERSON 


hen the details of Ann Brashares’ latest novel, 

The Whole Thing Together (Delacorte Press), 
began to crystalize in her mind, she knew the beach 
house at its center required a very distinct location. 
The place needed beauty, history, nostalgia, great 
wealth, and, as she describes it, the sort of endemic 
pressure that only comes with such wealth and the 
changes it brings to an otherwise bucolic paradise. 

Sound familiar? 

Indeed, the Hamptons fits brilliantly for her tale 
of broken marriage, deep family ties, first love and 
loss. Released on April 25, The Whole Thing Together 
tells the story of Sasha and Ray, teens who have 
spent their entire lives summering at the same 
Georgica Pond beach house, even sleeping in the 
same bed, but never at the same time. It turns out 
Sasha’s dad was once married to Ray’s mom, but 
the couple broke up in a bitter divorce and neither 
would give up the house. Now with new families, the 
parents split their time in East Hampton, so Sasha 
and Ray never knew of each other—until they meet 
as teenagers and fall in love. Don’t worry, they’re not 
related by blood. 

“I was trying to think of a really magnificent and 
kind of old—at least by this country’s standards— 
established summer place that was in proximity to 
the ocean, but the landscape was really magnificent,” 
Brashares says, describing how the Hamptons came 
to play a role in The Whole Thing Together. 


“I was thinking about a few other 
places, maybe like a Nantucket or a 
Martha’s Vineyard,” but the novelist, 
best known for her Sisterhood of the 
Traveling Pants series, has history 
with the Hamptons. Brashares spent 
a long stretch of summers staying in 
a “crazy house” her in-laws would 
rent on East Hampton’s Georgica 
Pond—much like the one she 
describes in the book. 

“It was a big property and a 
weird, kind of wonky house in this 
old WASP-y family. They would rent 
it for the season and my husband 
{painter Jacob Collins} and _ I, 
starting from soon after | graduated 
from college through to when we had kids, we’d 
go many weekends; most weekends,” Brashares 
recalls, noting later that the house in her book 
bears a strong resemblance to the place where she 
stayed all those years ago.

“It’s on Georgica Pond, beautiful lawns running 


down to the pond, the dock, great big old trees and 
the layout of the swimming pool and.the pool house, 
and also kind of the wonkiness of the house—a lot of 
driftwood wired to the walls and decoys and ducks, 
and a bar in every room—honest to God,” she says. 
“It had that ’50s/’60s bon vivant styling, which was 
hilarious. It’s not the house 100%, but it’s a good bit 
of it, | would say it’s a good 60 to 70% of it.”

Of course the South Fork has 
changed significantly over the 
20 years since she was here. 

“I came to love the place and 
hate certain aspects of the place,

“The combination of ocean and landscape I really do 
think is among the most beautiful in the world. I miss 
that green—green, ancient, big trees—you know, 
that lush ancient feeling of the South Fork. It was fun 
to go back. It was fun to see it.” GB

A different kind of What to see 
marathon at Canio’s. What to do. 


A Whale of a Tale: Moby-Dick at Canio’s Books

oby-Dick; or, The Whale (yes, that’s the full 

title, with the hyphen) was published in 
1851 but never gained critical success during author 
Herman Melville’s lifetime and was already out of 
print when he died in 1891. Yet “Call me Ishmael” 
may be the most recognizable opening line in all 
of American literature. No less an eminence than 
William Faulkner confessed that he wished he had 
written the book. The Oxford Companion to English 
Literature calls it “the closest approach the United 
States has had to a national prose epic.” 

Canio’s Cultural Café in Sag Harbor will be hosting 
their almost annual Moby-Dick Marathon Friday, 
June 9 through Sunday, June 11. It’s a long book... 

The bookstore’s namesake, Canio Pavone, started 
the Marathon in 1983 to celebrate Sag Harbor’s 
seafaring and literary histories. After several years 
at the bookshop it moved to the Old Whalers’ 
Church, then, after a short respite, was resumed 
in coordination with the John Jermain Memorial 
Library. In 2015, to celebrate Canio’s Books 35th 
anniversary, 160 readers participated over three days 
in six locations, according to Maryann Calendrille, 
co-owner of Canio’s. “Folks came from far and wide, 
some in costume. One guy even brought bamboo 
harpoons, some rope and flensing knives.” 

Try as we might, the editors at Dan’s Papers could 
find no evidence that Herman Melville ever visited 
the East End, despite the obvious connection the 
area has to whaling. Whaling boats on which Melville

worked had, at one time or another, docked at the 
Long Wharf in Sag. Harbor, Calendrille points out that 
Melville certainly knew of Sag Harbor’s existence. 
“| Melville] was a customs agent in New York and Sag 
Harbor had been the U.S. point of entry previously,” 
she said. Sag Harbor does garner four passing 
mentions in the novel. In one mention, upon seeing 
how sailors behaved in the village “poor Queequeg 
gave it up for lost, Thought he, it’s a wicked world 
in all meridians; [ll die a pagan.” Alas, it appears 
Melville himself was never here. 

So then why a marathon reading of the book? 
“It’s a ‘modern’ masterpiece,” Calendrille says. “The 
book tackles so many issues we’re concerned about: 
man’s relation to nature and the environment. It

critiques unbridled greed and ambition, madness 
and obsession, traditions of masculinity, religious 
hypocrisy, race issues and economic injustice.” It’s 
a long book... “The experience builds and develops 
through the hours,” she continues, “You look 
forward to favorite chapters and get swept up in the 
momentum of the story. It becomes an incantation.” 

What’s Calendrille most looking forward to at 
this year’s reading? “We'll see who gets stuck with 
the cetology chapter.” Chapter 32 of Moby-Dick is 
Ishmael’s zoological classification of whales, which 
is as thrilling as it sounds. She recalls the acclaimed 
actor Harris Yulin reading that particular chapter 
last year: “it was so mellifluous, it was amazing.” 

If you can’t wait until June 9 to get your Moby-Dick 
fix, you’re in luck. On Saturday, May 20 at 5 p.m. Lisa 
Dickman will present “Melville: The Modern Master,” 
an introduction to the author. And on Thursday, 
June 1 the John Jermain Memorial Library in Sag 
Harbor will screen the 1957 film adaptation of the 
novel starring Gregory Peck.

ant to buy your own piece of the Hamptons? 
A parcel has come up for sale in tony south- 
of-the-highway Water Mill. It’s about 1.25 acres, but 
don’t call your architect to draw up plans yet, as 
the land varies from 40 to 75 feet wide. On the plus 
side, there are some lawns and trees included; on 
the minus side, your neighbors, all 18 of them, have 
easements over the property. Yep, Holly Lane, the 
street itself, is for sale. 
So how did this happen? The land was originally 


owned by merchant financier Ancell Ball and 
his wife, Isabel Ball, who were Social Register 
types. (Also, Ancell Ball was a big name in the 
sport of cockfighting. Seriously.) In 1929, they 
sold their estate to Thomas Edison’s partner, 
Joe Murray, who later sold to a developer named 
Alfred Padula. Though the land has obviously been 
subdivided over the years, his heirs have held onto 
the private drive. They’ve listed the land with Paul 
Brennan at Douglas Elliman. 

So why would anyone want to buy it who doesn’t 
already live on the street? Theoretically, since the 


property includes a bit of Mecox bayfront, anyone 
who owned it.could use the waterfront, instead of 
keeping it private. Obviously, though, realistically, 
the street is probably going to be sold to the 18 
homeowners; the owners offered to buy the lane 
from the owner a few years ago but were turned 
down. Stay tuned.
